tinent was organized tin Montreal. In 
1S4-1 the original Association was form- 
ed in London by Sir Georgrc Williams 
then a poor clerk, .but since become a 
leading figure in the business world of 
England.

For a quarter of a century 
news-

He has declared himself of English 


parentage, the .son of a. British officer, 
born near the sea in a southern county, 
Sussex or Kent; educated at one of the 
famous Knglish Latin -schools; then a 
"middy" in the royal navy, followed 
by promotion and .long and honorable 
service, and 
finally resignation 
and 


farewell, leaving his ship at San Fran- 
cisco to become a newspaper corres- 
pondent and writer of books. 


Such was the romance of his life as 


he told it in the heyday of his journal- 
istic career in Now Tork, i-'aris and 
Calcutta. 
Parenthetically 
he some- 


times referred to the service he ren- 
dered in our Civil War, after leaving 
t-he English navy, adding softly that 
the scar on his forehead was received 
at Antietam. This he has since denied. 
.His war experiences, however, were but 
incidents in a life of peril and -strange 
adventure. 


".Ross Raymond" is 
-an 
American. 


His real name is Frank II. Powers. He 
was the son of James and Eliza Powers 
(deceased), born in Beaver. Pa., in 1S50. 
When "Raymond" was about 3 years 
old his father died, and his mother, 
with 
"Ross" and 
his elder 
brother, 


James Powers, moved to Poland, O.hio, 
where she married Barnabas F. Leo, a 
widower. He was a -prominent, public- 
spirited citizen, and had just founded 
the Poland seminary, where President 
McKinley was educated. 


It was also at .this school, established 


and fostered 
by his 
stepfather, that 


young- Raymond received his instruc- 
tion and became a classmate of Mr. 
McKinley and ot.hers now eminent. 


1'arnabas Lee, Raymond's stepfather, 


of an old and honored family, was a 
man of great energy and probity 
of 


character, a pillar in the Presbyterian 
'Church, and a strict 
disciplinarian. 


Raymond says he was severe and cruel, 
and he resented his merciless punish- 
ment for thoughtless boyish oftenses. 
As a.stcpson, he naturally chafed under 
the restraints and penalties 
and be- 


came rebellious and wayward, -which, 
unchecked, meant ruin. 


HANDSOME AND YOUNG. 


The lad was a handsome, brilliant 


youngster, and he knew It. He learned 
easily, was fluent, of speeoh, quick of 
perception, and iiad a remarkable mem-

His 


acknowledged ability and instant com- 
prehension, .together with his gay, rol- 
licking disposition, his audacious, dar-

stepfather. 


Raymond's mother was an ideal wo- 


man—intellectual, 
famous 
for 
wit, 


beauty, sweetness of temper, charm of 
speech and gracious, fascinating- man-- 
ners. 


The Poland seminary, founded 
by 


Raymond's stepfather, was one of the 
rising institutions 
of Ohio, and 
be- 


cause of its superior educational ad- 
vantages the McKinley family moved 
from the neighboring* village of Niles, i 
Mr. McKinley's birthplace, to Poland, 
and ihere the future President of the 
United States was educated. 


Ra.ymon-d was seven years younger 


than McKinley, the manly young stu- 
dent, with smiles^ for 
every one, yet 


always dignified, a hard worker, who 
was at his books by candle light before 
daybreak and again at night, pursuing 
his studies long after bed time.
